Anti-Trust Bill. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—Senator Cnl 


lorn yesterday introduced a bill to 
amend the Sherman anti-trust law. It 
prohibits interstate commerce in arti- 
cles produced by the trusts, the pen- 
alty for violations being a fine of from 
?500 to $5,000. 


The bill authorizes 
the 
attorney 


general or any district attorney to 
make application to the federal judges 
for the summoning of persons before 
them to answer questions as to ma- 
terial violations ol the aatl-trust law 
in advance of the trial of a case, and 
requires the judges to issuo orders 
for the appearance of such persona 
upon this application. 
In such cases 


witnesses are to be protected against 
prosecution on account of their reve- 
lations, but they are to be deprived 
of the right to refuse to answer be- 
-cause of self-crimination. 
Annual re 


ports are required to be made by all 
persons, firms or corporations engag- 
ing in interstate commerca. 
Those 


.are to be flled with the interstate com- 
mission an3 they are to be subject to 
the scrutiny ot the attorney general, 
but not o£ tho general public. Tho at 
torney general Is authorized to ap 
point 50 special agents to seek out 
"violations of the law.
